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PETER  HE  I  ME  S  DEAD! 


The  death  of  Peter  H.  Heimes, 
R.  N.,  ’14-’15,  came  as  a  distinct 
shock  to  the  alumni  of  St.  Jos¬ 
eph’s  College. 

Director  of  the  college  health 
center  for  25  years,  “Pete,”  as  he 
was  better  known  to  two  gener¬ 
ations  of  St.  Joe  students  died 
June  28  of  a  coronary  occlusion  in 
St.  Elizabeth’s  Hospital,  Lafay¬ 
ette.  He  had  been  ill  since  June  18 
when  he  was  taken  to  the  hospital 
following  a  heart  attack. 

The  infirmarian  was  born  in 
Rhineland,  Germany,  in  1891,  and 
studied  at  St.  Joseph’s  in  1914 
and  1915.  After  completing  his 
training  in  Cleveland  at  St.  Vin¬ 
cent’s  Hospital  he  remained  on 
the  staff  for  one  year  as  a  grad¬ 
uate  nurse.  He  later  studied  X-ray 
and  laboratory  technique  at  St. 
Elizabeth’s  in  Lafayette. 

Pete  joined  the  staff  of  St.  Jos¬ 


eph’s  College  in  1922  celebrating 
his  silver  jubilee  of  faithful  service 
to  the  college  last  March.  Recent 
remodeling  and  expansion  of  the 
health  center  was  effected  under 
his  direction. 

In  25  years  of  service,  Pete  en¬ 
deared  himself  to  thousands  of 
students  and  the  Congregation  of 
the  Precious  Blood  which  founded 
and  operates  the  college.  The 
priests,  brothers,  and  students  of 
the  religious  community  remem¬ 
ber  Pete’s  soul  in  their  Masses 
and  prayers. 

More  than  one  priest  and  many 
laymen  will  remember  that  the 
path  to  their  life’s  goal  was  made 
more  smooth  by  Pete  Heimes. 
Countless  others  will  cherish  the 
inspiration  they  received  from  the 
exemplary  Catholicity  that  char¬ 
acterized  his  life;  that  motivated 
his  kind  and  sympathetic  atten¬ 


tion  to  all  who  came  to  him  for 
help — whether  it  was  pills  for  the 
body,  or  pills  for  the  soul. 

The  prayer  of  the  college  and 
alumni  staff  is  that  Pete  be  rich¬ 
ly  rewarded  by  the  Divine  Physi¬ 
cian  Whom  he  followed  so  closely. 

The  funeral  was  held  in  •  the 
college  chapel  where  the  V.  Rev. 
Henry  A.  Lucks,  c.pp.s.,  celebrated 
a  Solemn  Requiem  High  Mass 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  John  A.  Dow¬ 
ney,  ’30-’35,  and  the  Rev.  Edmund 
J.  Guillozet,  c.pp.s.,  ’25-’29. 

In  the  sermon,  Father  Lucks 
pointed  up  to  the  fine  qualities 
of  loyalty  and  perservering  ser¬ 
vice  that  marked  Pete  as  a  whole¬ 
hearted  friend  of  the  college  and 
the  community,  earning  the  grati¬ 
tude  and  respect  of  all  he  served. 

Interment  took  place  in  Mt.  Cal¬ 
vary  Cemetery,  Rensselaer.  Mr. 
Heimes  is  survived  by  his  wife.

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Baseball's  Moral  Victory! 


You  should  have  seen  the  alumni-student  baseball  game!  The  old- 
timers  had  all  the  wisdom,  grace,  understanding  and  age  on  their  side.

TIMEZAPOPPIN 

“Timezappopin’,”  the  extravaganza  of  alumni  days,  June  21-23,  tap¬ 
ped  the  rich  traditions  that  are  Collegeville.  Written  and  directed  by 
Paul  Monastyrski,  ’34-’36,  alumni  secretary,  it  offered  two  and  one- 
half  hours  of  hilarity  Sunday  evening.  Pre-philosophy  students  of  the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  impersonated  the  characters. 


There  was,  of  course,  Father 
August  Seifert,  the  daddy  of  so 
many  students  of  the  days  before 
1913.  There  was  Brother  Fidelis 
and  Brother  Cob.  Father  Chris¬ 
tian  Daniel,  first  student  to  reg¬ 
ister  at  St.  Joe  in  1891,  tried  in 
vain,  in  Timezapoppin’s  peculiar 
Version  of  history,  to  be  the  first 
student.  And  in  his  short  pants 
with  bare  legs,  his  bright  red, 
blustering  bow  tie,  and  with  his 
trunk  and  suitcase,  he  finally 
chose,  in  desperation,  to  register 
at  the  Monnett  School  down  the 
road  a  piece. 

Steve  Tatar,  the  stick-up  man 
of  the  early  ’30’s,  never  did  catch 
up  with  Looie  Stock  of  the  same 
era.  Nor  did  the  county  sheriff, 
hot  on  the  trail  of  Steve,  get  a 
bead  on  the  culprit  with  his  fire- 
spitting  law  enforcer. 

Other  characters  more  or  less 
taken  from  real  life  added  to  the 
frolic  before  and  after  the  cigar¬ 
ette  girl  came  down  from  the 
stage  to  peddle  her  wares.  More 
confusion  ensued  when  the  sand¬ 
wich  boys  entered  the  aisles  from 
the  rear  of  the  auditorium  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  real,  juicy  Miss  Brown 
specials  and  soft  drinks  during 
intermission. 

“Timezapoppin’  ”  tapped  the 


rich  treasury  of  traditions.  It  only 
tapped  it.  More  hilarious  rib- 
smashing  is  in  store  for  the  alum¬ 
ni  in  the  1948  version  of  Time¬ 
zapoppin’.” 

If  those  present  dreamed  of 
live  snakes  in  their  beds  that 
night,  they  and  those  who  observe 
the  slogan  born  over  alumni  days, 
“Triplicate  in  ’48,”  may  find  cro¬ 
codiles  or  even  full-grown  pink 
elephants  in  their  soup  next  year. 

And  there  probably  will  be  more 
home-comers  who  will  volunteer 
to  play  an  actual  role  upon  the 
boards  as  did  the  Revs.  James 
Conroy,  ’26-’32,  and  George  Mur- 
esan,  ’31-’6,  with  Lawi'ence  Mor- 
iarty,  ’34-’38,  Clarence  Sieben,  ’21- 
’23,  and  Anthony  Teolis,  ’39-’42, 
this  year.
